Airfone provides air-to-ground radio tel- 
ephone service to the nation's airline passen- 
gers who get their phone calls charged to their 
credit cards. Air One, American, Delta, East- 
ern, Northwest, Pan Am, Republic, United, 
TWA... have all signed on.. Northwest is cur- 
rently logging about 600 calls a day, It costs 
about $20,000 to equip an aircraft with Air- 
fone. The airlines get a 11-14% commission. 


The airlines that have the system inplace 
report that.customer response has been favor- 
able but that additional ground stations are 
needed in the northwest to allow full national 
coverage. The company currently has 37 ground 

Airfone's on-board computers auto- 


stations.

Phone 
calls cost $7.50 for the first three minutes and 
$1.25 for each minute thereafter ‘regardless ‘of 
distance. Calls can last up to 45 minutes at a 
cost of $62.50. - 


Last November, the FCC said Airfone 
was an unnecessary luxury that would not be: 
popular and denied Airfone a permanent fre- 
quency slot in the 900-MHz band. The Commis- 
sion did, however, authorize them a one year 
extension of- their experimental. license. 


Airfone president Jack Goeken said the 
one year reprieve will prove the FCC wrong. If 
the service is well accepted, Airfone stands a 
good chance of obtaining spectrum on a perm- 
anent basis although they may have to share it 
with the Mobile Satellite Service. At present 


_they use 4-MHz of paired spectrum at 944-947

AND HAVE BEEN FOR 2 YEARS AND WILL CONTINUE TO BE.ARRG DOES A TREMENDOU 
S JOB AND PROVIDES AN EXCELLENT SERVICE TO THE HAM COMMUNITY. 
IN THEIR LAST NEWSLETTER I SAW A EDITORIAL THAT CAUGHT MY EYE, "CLOSED 
REPEATER, NEVER"

Leonard is 
justified in feeling let down and sure is correct: ‘about 
the cost and sweat in putting up a repeater. Why then 
am I making comments? I wrote the 'Closed Repeaters-— 
Never!' article in the last ARRG newsletter which prom- 
pted Leonard to submit’ his article.

To do so is an invitation to 
trouble! If you have ever been in LA and made an attempt to use VHF/UHF 
you undérstand what I am saying. We don't need that kind of garbage in our 
area! Thanks to the Mt. Hood Rptr Assn. for doing it right.......

The 
FCC ruled last year that it is legal to own 
your own pay phone. Some entrepreneurs are 
getting a three month return on investment by 
selling local calls for 25 cents each from 
phones tied to a private commercial line. 


But all is not smooth sailing. Some states 
have taken a position that they govern the in- 
terconnection of customer-provided coin tele- 
phones to the network. A Petition has been 
filed by Universal Payphone Corporation asking 
the FCC to issue a declaratory ruling that 
state and local tarriffs governing private pay 
phones are invalid.

" vate pay phone business by installing phones

OUR FEBRUARY MEETING PROGRAM 


You have all seen radio control models at some time 
They have been on TV shows like 


"Highway to Heaven', 


the driver's seat. This detrimentally af- 
fects the magnet two ways. 

First, the antenna base eventually gets 
dropped onto the floor. As time passes, 
the drop height gets higher and higher. 
Unintentionally, of course. This is not 


; proper handling for a magnet. Magnets 


that are struck with a hammer will lose 
their magnetism. This repeated dropping 
contributes to. disorienting the internal 
magnetic bipolar elements. Thus, the 
magnetic flux strength declines. 

Secondly, when a magnet — even a so- 
called “permanent” magnet — is left lay- 
ing around without a “keeper”, the mag- 
netic flux lines reach out to grasp other 
ferrous materials. %, 

A “keeper” is generally a soft iron piece 
which provides a bridge between the poles 
for the flux lines to follow. This convenient 
path allows the magnetic lines to concen- 
trate and confine themselves to the 
keeper. 


The solution to both these problems is 
simple. In the electrical section. of your 
hardware store are metal ceiling electrical

Purchase a round steel electrical box 
cover. The cover normally has a diameter 
of 3% inches and is fine for all antenna 
mounts.

Place this keeper onto your magnet be- 
fore putting the antenna mount anto the 
floor. This keeper lessens the damage 
done if the antenna is accidentally 
dropped there. The keeper. can also be 
kept on the floor or seat behind the driver 
when the antenna is on your vehicle. 

Also, this keeper should be in place 
whenever you plan to store your antenna 
any length of time. 

For about 41 cents for a keeper, you will 
avoid spending another $50 for a new:an- 
tenna!
